WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (UP)— 
Senators and Representatives. dis- 
missed today as “nothing new” 
Russia's latest bid for a five- 
power peace pact. No one indi- 
cated confidence that the Soviet 
message could lead to much. 
Congress inspired the Soviet- 
American exchange by passing a 
resolution expressing American 
friendship for the Russian peo- 
ple. 

“If Stalin will instruct his rep- 
resentatives to sign the United 
Nations agreement for complete 
and effective control of atomic 
bombs, he can give the world real 
hope for peace,” said Senator 
McMahon (Dem.), of Connecticut, 
one of the sponsors of the reso- 
lution. 

Wants ‘More Concrete Example.’ 
Representative Ribicoff (Dem.), 
Connecticut, the other sponsor, 
said the United States should de- 
mand a “more concrete example 
of a Soviet desire for peace— 
something more than words.” 
Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, commented that the Soviet 
move was just propaganda. 
“They want another chance to 
be shooting off their mouths,” 
Wiley said. 

Senator Lodge (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, said the Soviet plan 
“sounds like another real phony.” 
Senator Green (Dem.), Rhode 
Island, said the Russian proposal 
“may be nothing more than a 
diplomatic move, but we shouldn't 
reject it. We should put them to 
the test and see if they really 
mean peace,” 

Senate Republican Floor Lead- 
er Wherry of Nebraska called on 
Russia to take “tangible action” 
to back up the proposal, Wherry 
said Russia should “show by her 
works that she keeps the faith.” 
Diplomatic Break Favored. 
Before the Russian letter was 
made public, Senator McCarran 
(Dem.), Nevada, yesterday urged 
a break in diplomatic relations 
with all Communist countries. He 
also asked for expulsion of Russia 
and its. satellites from the 
United Nations, and all-out propa- 
ganda warfare aimed at over- 
throwing the Soviet government 
from within. 

It is past time, McCarran de- 
clared, to “throw off all inhibi- 
tions” and generate “a revolution 


darkness now ruling over one- 
third of the human race.” 

He said masses-of suppressed 
peoples in Communist nations 
are American allies, “our secret 
weapon.” , 

Detailed Proposals. 

McCarran, in a Senate speech, 
called for these other steps: 

1. “Formal condemnation of 
the Soviet rulers for a long array 
of specific crimes against human- 
ity: forced labor, police terror, 
genocide (race extermination), ag- 
gressions against neighbors, de- 
nial of elementary civil rights, 
and many more, 

2. “Maximum support for un- 
derground insurgent groups in- 
side the Communist gphere of 
control. 

3. “Open and effective co- 
operation with the hundreds of 
thousands of fugitives from Com- 
munism now living miserably in 
Western Europe and on the 
fringes of the Asfan continent.” 

Objections in U.N. 

Most cf the proposals advanced 
in the new Soviet message have 
been studied before by the 
United Nations—and found want- 
ing. 

Snags have developed this way: 

1. Atomic energy—the United 
States wants unlimited interna- 
tional inspection of all the 
a atomic facilities, Russia 
|won't say who could inspect 
Soviet facilities or how often. So 
negotiations on atomic control 
have broken down. 

2. Arms limitations — Russia 
wants the West to limit its atomic 
weapons, the West wants Russia 
to limit the size of its huge 
armies and tank corps. The two 
sides, in negotiations,-never have 
got down to talking the same 
language. 

3. Big Five pact against war— 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Vishinsky made this proposal to 
the U.N. in 1949 and 1950, but got 
no response from the West. The 
western powers feel that a pact 
denouncing war is valueless un- 
less the members, including Rus- 
sia, show that they genuinely 
want to live and let live. 

4. Trade war — the United 
States has led a campaign against 
western trade with the Commu- 
nist bloc in retaliation against 
Soviet-supported wars and threats 
of wars. The United States is not 
interested in calling off the trade 
rivalry unless world tensions

Marylandism 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

On the very day that expulsion of 90 
West Point cadets for cheating on ex- 
aminations was announced, a Senate 
elections subcommittee recommended 
that Senator John M. Butler, Maryland 
Republican, not be unseated despite a 
“despicable ‘back-street’ type of cam- 
paivn” last fali. 

The subcommittee —consisting of 
three Democrats and two Republicans 
of unquestioned integrity—at the same 
time charged Butler with “studied ig- 
norance” of the smear tactics emploved 
against his Democratic opponent, for- 
mer Senator Millard E. Tydings, and 
found he was “negligent in respect to 
certain implied responsibilities of a 
candidate for high office.” 

The investigating body also discov- 
ered that campszign expenditures in 
Butler’s behalf far exceeded the legal 
limitation; that his campaicn manager 
was not a legal resident of Maryland, 
as required by law; that a “false-front” 
organization sponsorce a publication 
containing “misleading half truths, mis- 
representations and false innuendoes” 
fmpugning the loyalty of Tydings and 
all members of the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee. 

It said that such tactics were a threat 
to American principles that should be 
“obvious and frightening.” 

The West Point scardal is deplorable 
enough. But a military official can di- 
rectly affect only a segment of the 
population, while a member of Con- 
gress can influence the lives of all 
of us. 

The findings and recommendations 
of the subcommittee, although appar- 
ently following the letter of the law— 
or lack of law—obviously have opened 
the way to nation-wide repetition of the 
evils of the Maryland senatorial elec- 
tion in the political campaigns next 
year. The subcommittee has inadvert- 
ently shown the Joe McCarthys, the 
Col. McCormicks, the Fulton Lewises, 
the Jon Jonkels and their like exactly 
how they,can defeat any candidate who 
does not adhere to their peculiar brand 
of “Americanism.” “Marvlandism” may 
well join “McCarthyism” as a signifi- 
eant addition to our political terminol- 
ogy. In short, the dominating factors 
in the 1952 elections can be lies, fear, 
ignorance and hysteria. 

The 99 expelled West Point cadets 
were “turned in” by other unnamed 
cadets ut.der a student body code of 
honor that was established in 1817. Is 
it too much to hope that all our Amer- 
ican governmental bodies — national, 
state and muni¢cipal—will adopt, and 
enforce, their own codcs of honor?

Truman Views the Valley 


President Truman's description of the kind of 
development agency he wants to see set up 
in the Missouri Valley is one with which we 
would very largely agree. 

In fact, it is the kind with which we believe 
partisans of all the various methods, existing 
and proposed, would agree. It is, fundamentally, 
what the Interagency committee in the Pick- 
Sloan plan sets out to be. The only point of 
controversy is whether the Interagency com- 
mittee does it successfully. Its partisans say it 
does, Most of those who have studied its opera- 
tions, including the Hoover Commission on the 
Organization of the Executive Branch, say it 
does not. 

Here are the President's own words: 

We ought to have a single agency, with 
its headquarters in the basin where it is 
accessible to the people who are most 
directly affected. and where those people 
can have a direct part in working out the 
program. | 

That agency should be given the responsi- 
bility for making a sensible allover plan 
for co-ordinating upstream and downstream 
flood control, navigation, irrigation, power, 
and other programs in the Missouri basin, 
and for seeing that the plan is put into 
‘effect efficiently and with things being 
done in proper sequence. 

° - -_ 

The Interagency plan though it has good points 
and accomplishments, falls well short of meeting 
those reasonable requirenients. It is not a single 
agency but a group of agencies. The numerous 
agencies have only as much unity as a commit- 
tee without legal authority or technical staff can 
give them. Instead of one headquarters in the 
valley, there are many headquarters in Wash- 
ington, making it difficult, if not impossible, for 
an ordinary citizen to find his way around 
among them. 

We think the President makes a fair and 
considered appraisal of the Interagency balance 
sheet for the most part. He says it amounts to 
no more than pieces of a plan, and will have 
to be improved, but at least it was a way to 
get started. One of the missing pieces is that 
“we don’t have in the Missouri basin—as we 
do in the Tennessee—proper arrangements by 
which the people of the area can participate 
directly in making decisions.” Another missing 
piece, the President says, is “a systematic means 
for arriving at wise decisions from the stand- 

»point of the basin as a whole.” 

Too often, he explains, “the right action has 
been blocked by shortsighted people who can’t 
see beyond their purely local interests.” A 
better example of this could hardly be given 
than the one he gives—the opposition of Kansas 
state officials and representatives in Congress 
to building the dams in the Kansas river sub- 
basin which would have controlled the floods 
that have just been visited upon that state and 
upon Missouri. 

There is no end to controversy about theory. 
It can go on as long as stubbornness, lung-power 
and closed-mindedness are valued more highly 
than observation of the observable facts. When 
it comes to practice, there are objective stand- 
ards that can be applied and end the argument.

By any fair application of objective standards 
we believe it is evident enough that the region 
lacks the kind of plan and the kind of manage- 
ment the President is talking about, 

Again we say—the issues at stake are too 
momentous for any of us to frustrate their 
solution by holding to an empty pride of posi- 
tion. The tragedy that has moved through the 
Missour! Valley in these recent weeks, leaving 
waste and ruin in its wake, should have shocked 
us all into some sense of humility, some sense 
of the need for unity. 

People of the valley are pretty well agreed 
on what to do. Let us not defeat ourselves by 
bickering in a closed room about the way to 
do it. Let us go out and see which way works 
and which does not, and then let us use the 
workable way. In its broad outline, we think 
the President has well described it. 
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Consider the Lilies 


At world-famous Kew Gardens in London, 
14 varieties of tropical water lilies are on dis- 
play and 12 of them are new hybrids originated 
at the Missouri Botanical Garden. One of the 
12 is named for Dr. George T. Moore, director 
of the St. Louis garden for 40 years. In 
Florence, Italy, lilies blooming in a formal 
garden are varieties developed here. In Zurich, 
Switzerland, hybrid orchids produced at Shaw's 
Garden are on view at one of Europe's largest 
nurseries. So George H. Pring, superintendent 
of the garden, found on a trip to Europe this 
summer. 

All this should make Dr. Moore supremely 
happy. After all, not many things can be more 
gratifying than to know that you and the men 
and women of science working with you de- 
veloped new varieties of water lilies and or- 
chids of such beauty that they were to be 
found in botanical gardens almost around the 
world. And that is one of the many pleasures 
and satisfactions of George T. Moore. 


When the history of St. Louis for 1951 comes 
to be written let the compiler pay special at- 
tention to this news from Shaw's Garden- in 
the first week in August. For though it is 
news that makes less noise than most of the 
rest, it is news that will last a long time and 
St. Louis is the better and brighter for it. 
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A man in New York has walked 15,000 miles as 
a hobby over the last 20 years. What the shoe 
town of St. Louis would like to know is how 
many pairs of pavement pounders he has worn 
oft and how far they would reach laid end 
to end? 
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More Than a Headline Hunt 

This being an “investigating” Congress. it 
was to be expected that any number of the 
members would want to investigate the dis- 
missal of 90 West Point cadets for cribbing on 
examinations and violating the Military Acad- 
emy’s honor system. Something might be ac- 
complished by an inquiry, but Congress ought 
to know where it is going when it undertakes 
one. 

The fact that most of the cadets involved 
in the case are football players apparently 
has not missed the eye of Congressmen who 
have nothing to investigate and would like to 
investigate something. The case promises sure- 
fire publicity. And so far as the violation of 
the honor system is concerned, Academy au- 
thorities already seem to have investigated the 
matter most thoroughly. 

Out of all the investigation proposals the one 
which might be profitable concerns overem- 
phasis of sports. After all, the purpose of West 
Point is to turn out officers, not football 
players. And overemphasis at the academy in 
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turn is only one phase of overemphasis in most 
of our colleges. This situation has become a 
threat to higher education in many ways, as 
evidenced by the recent basketball scandals. 
Congress might do some constructive work 
by exposing the big time sports business on the 
nation’s campuses. A mere headline-hunting ex- 
pedition at West Point would mean little. For 
Congressmen, who are already investigating 
everything from crime and Communists to base- 
ball, also have other work to do. 
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Danger Signals in Kashmir 

India and Pakistan are playing with fire in 
the Kashmir dispute, and we hope Frank P. 
Graham, United Nations mediator, can bring 
them to their senses. 

When India moves troops close to the border, 
expressing fear of aggression by Pakistan, and 
when Pakistan strengthens its own border gar- 
risons on the ground that India may move, the 


danger signals fly high. This is the age-old . 


pattern for the beginning of wars. It is a 
dangerous pattern because in itself it may 
precipitate war. 

India anfl Pakistan went to war over Kashmir 
once. They stopped fighting at the urgent ap- 
peal of the United Nations. But they have not 
yet performed their full duty to the U.N. be- 
cause they have not converted the cease-fire 
into a permanent peace. India still occupies 
two-thirds of Kashmir, Pakistan the rest. The 
dispute has not been taken out of the military 
sphere as it must be if U.N. principles are. 
to prevail. 

How can those principles prevail? Clearly 
they demand that the fate of Kashmir shall 
be settled by the people of Kashmir. This 
requires a plebiscite. But India rejects a pleb- 
iscite so long as Pakistan troops occupy part 
of Kashmir. That is understandable enough. The 
obvious solution is the one that Dr. Graham has 
been trying to arrange—an agreement that both 
Pakistan and India shall withdraw their troops 
from Kashmir so that a free election can be 
held. 

Yet Prime Minister Nehru has so far rejected 
this proposal also. He will find it hard to per- 
suade his friends in the United Nations that 
he is right. To retain troops in Kashmir osten- 
sibly to prevent a Pakistan seizure, yet to 
refuse te withdraw those troops .if Pakistan 
withdraws hers, casts grave doubt upon the 
sincerity and peaceful purpose of a great man. 

A genuinely free Kashmir election is the 
only fair way to settle the dispute. It is the 
way which accords with U.N. principles, and 
with the principles of the partition agreement 
which set up India and Pakistan. If Nehru 
finally rejects it, and rejects the reasonable 
conditions which would make it possible, he 
will forfeit much of the esteem with which he 
is held in the world. 
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Were There Carbon Copies? 

Nikolai Shvernik has sent a pretty note to 
Washington. As president of the Presidium 
of the Supreme Soviet of the U.S.S.R., he 
replies to a friendship resolution of the Ameri- 
can Congress to the Russian people by saying 
that the Kremlin favors five-power peace 
through a disarmament pact. 

It is good to have Moscow's reassurance that 
it favors elimination of arms from the world 
and that in particular it believes in a ban on the 
manufacture of atomic weapons. It would be 
much better, however, to have the president of 
the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet dealing not 
in generalities but in an actual situation. For 
instance, Korea. ! 

The problem of peace in Korea could be -re- 
solved overnight if the Communist satellites in 
North Korea and China were to act as the 
Kremlin talks. 

If these stooges were to act as the Kremlin 
talks there would be no more breakdowns in 
the cease-fire negotiations. There would be no 
more display of armed force in the Kaesong 
neutral area. There would be no more backing 
and filling over the buffer zone. There would 
be no more stalling for time and a big military 
buildup meanwhile. 

But there would be a serious, earnest effort to 
bring about a cease-fire order at the earliest 
possible moment, the details of adjustment to. be 
worked out later. 

Yes, Nikolai Shvernik sends a nice letter to 
Washington. Did he, we wonder, mail carbon 
copies to the Soviet’s agents, Kim Il Sung and 
Gen. Peng Teh-huai? In case his secretary is 
on a vacation cruise down the Volga, their 
address temporarily is Kaesong. 
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Wobbling in the Wrong Direction 

It was a hot day in Washington. Maybe that 
was why Chairman Tom Connally of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee lost his usual 
Texas good humor, and lashed at the Marshall 
plan administrator, William C. Foster. 

Senator Connally charged that the ECA was 
spending ail its time “thinking how to spend 
money,” and was wasting funds in “little wob- 
bling countries” of Asia although Europe is 
“our big problem.” 

Almost anyone will admit that bolstering 
Europe’s economy and military strength is our 
big problem. Yet we cannot neglect Asia. 
Korea was one of those “little wobbling coun- 
tries,” and it almost wobbled into a Com- 
munist plan of conquest which certainly looked 
farther than that one peninsula, where aggres- 
sion was stopped. 

Mr. Foster, himself a business man, pointed 
out calmly that we cannot surrender southeast 
Asia to Red penetration, and that relatively 
small amounts of aid will strengthen that area 
immeasurably. Moreover, America needs stra- 
tegic raw materials from that region for her 
own defense. 

Those are the facts of the case. We hope 
Mr. Foster gets reasonable funds for Asian as- 
sistance, and that the heat moderates a bit in 
the Capitol corridors.

Victory of organized producers over unorganized consumers in 
price control fight raises issue of government by special blocs; fact 
is, nation still lacks effective lobby law; “essential problem is 
to make party government strong enough to resist pressure.”

Has government by pressure replaced 
government by law in the United States? 
The triumph of organized producers over 
unorganized consumers in emasculating 
the inflation-controls laws has led some 
able political scientists on the scene in 
Washington to conclude that it has. 


Pressure politics has played a part in 
every American legislative body since the 
Continental Congress. Periodically, as in 
the Black lobby investigation and in the 
Caraway Investiga- 
tion of the 1920s, 
the Senate has risen 
up against its tor- 
mentors and tried to 
search out the 
sources of their 
power. 

But we still have 


' no general lobbying 


law, and the agents 
of special interest 
blocs enjoy practical- 
ly unrestricted ac- 
cess to the Govern- 
ment. 

Today, with our 
national parties 
weaker and more divided than at any 
time in recent years, the lobbies have 
moved in in full force. Under their urging, 
sectional and selfish concerns have won 
out over the public interest on almost 
every test in this session of Congress. 
Why? 


The Party Now in Power 


“The national parties should be the 
force in this country which holds down 
the organized groups to their proper 
fugctions,” Thomas Finletter contends in 
his provocative volume “Can Representa- 
tive Government Work?” “They should be 
the link between the Executive and Con- 
gress which enables the Government to 
work in the national interest and against 
the pressures of local interests, organized 
or not.” 

The party presently in power—with its 
organization in the hands of William 
Boyle, its executive leadership consigned 
to pygmies like Sawyer, Snyder and Tobin, 
and its legislative direction trusted to spe- 
cial pleaders like Ernest McFarland, Lyn- 
don Johnson and Sam Rayburn — is 
scarcely equal to such responsibility. 

With the Democratic party not knowing 
what it wants, the organized minorities, 
which do know what they want, have 
taken over what were exclusively party 
functions. Business, labor and agriculture 
are far more unified forces than the politi- 
cal parties. The deadlock in the Eighty- 
second Congress springs basically from 
this fact.

Voters’ Short Memory 


A former Representative from New 
England, attempting to explain Congress, 
says, “The old-time lobbyist has gone but 
the new brand, though respectable, has 
perhaps a more damaging effect by work- 
ing on the timidity of law-makers rather 
than on their cupidity.” The national par- 
ties now give little help to their candi- 
dates at election time.

They make campaign contribu- 
tions, propagandize for and against candi-

or to control and co-ordinate the activi- 
ties of these groups in the interest of 
the community.” | 

Some students of government contend 
that there is no way out of this dilemma 
short of complete constitutional revision, 
and the proposals for changes in the 
structure of the Government range from 
shifts in the separation of powers between 
Congress and the Chief Executive to the 
adoption of the British Cabinet system. 

Those who believe that the constitution- 
al revision is impractical have come for- 
ward with three general lines of sug- 
gestions for reform within the present 
framework of political parties. One group 
advocates that the Government itself 
assume responsibility for representing un- 
organized groups of the population before 
Congress. 


Make Lobbyists Advisory? 


Walton Hamilton, testifying before the 
Joint Committee on the Organization of 
Congress, has proposed the establishment 
of an Office of Public Counsei “to assert 
the public interest and to create counter- 
pressures to those of private groups” and 
thus re-establish a true balance of power. 

Other political scientists have proposed 
that the House of Representatives be re- 
organized to represent occupational rather 
than geographic groups. A more widely 
discussed proposal is to turn the lobbies 
into official Government advisers by cre- 
ating a national economic council repre- 
senting all functional groups. 

The danger that such a business-labor- 
agricultural council would develop into a 
super lobby with coercive powers over 
Congress that would further separate the 
Legislature from the people is obvious. 
The most practical course to follow in 
bringing pressure under control is proba- 
bly that outlined by Dr. George Gallo- 
way in “Congress at the Crossroads?” 


Inexcusably Weak Laws 


“The task of Congress is frankly to 
recognize these groups as component ele- 
ments of our complex society, to provide 
an opportunity for all important interests 
to be heard, and to publicize their legis- 
lative activities by requiring them to reg- 
ister. Moreover, in view of the undemo- 
cratic internal structure and methods of 
some of these groups, which tax, regulate, 
and punish their members in various ways, 
Congress should set up standards govern- 
ing the organization, powers and pro- 
cedures of these private associations in the 
public interest.” 

A system for fully publicizing lobby 
activities and justly punishing those who 
violate the laws regulating it is an imme- 
diate necessity. Present laws are inex- 
cusably weak. But the essential problem 
is to create a party government strong 
enough to withstand the tremendous con- 
flicting pulls of pressure groups. 

So long as members of Congress lack 
a party willing and able both to direct 
them in Washington and protect them in 
their home constituencies, the average 
Senator or Representattve is likely to vote 
on the side of a pressure group which 
will do those things even against his 
party.

Between Book Ends 


Conflicts in Thomas Mann 


THOMAS MANN, by Henry Hatfield. (New Directions, 

179 pgs., $2.) 

Thomas Mann, born in Lubeck, Ger- 
many, in 1875, received a Nobel prize in 
literature in 1929. In 1936, like other 
liberals who could not stomach totalitar- 
ianism, he incurred 
the wrath of the 
Nazi regime, which 
revoked his citizen- 
ship and banned his 
books. He had al- 
ready left Germany 
in 1933: after a stay 
in Switzerland he 
went to the United 
States, of which he 
became a citizen in 
1944. Since the pub- 
lication of “Budden- 
brooks” in 1900 
Mann has been ac- 
claimed by many 
if critics as the most 
distinguished of modern German novelists. 
A succession of political articles, essays, 
short stories and novels, particularly “The 
Magic Mountain” and “Joseph and His 
Brothers” has increased his prestige until 
he is now a cult in some quarters, as is 
evident from appraisals recently issued 
or presently to appear on the man and 
his work. 

For those who wish to gain acquaint- 
ance with Mann as. a person and writer 
Henry Hatfield, who is professor of Ger- 
man literature and humanities at Colum- 
bia University, offers this excellent, com- 
pact study//in 
Literature Series.” It contains a narrative 
of Mann's life and well-written and ad- 
mirably balanced summaries, interpreta- 
tions, and critiques of his novels and 
stories, together with a note on the essays. 

Mann’s works, especially what Profes- 
sor Hatfield calis “the development of the 
symphonic novel, with a structure based 
on anticipation, repetition, and variation,” 
are not easy reading. They contain ency- 
clopedic discussions, use of the technique 
of the “stream of consciousness,” anti- 
theses, symbolism, and Freudian concepts. 

Some of this stems. from the urge to 
thoroughness and introspection, often tedi- 
ous, which seems characteristic of many 
German intellectuals, but much is also 
due to a dualism in Mann’s nature, a con- 
flict between the German romantic herit- 
age and European cosmopolitanism. Mann 
has been influenced profoundly by the 
genius, German yet universal, of Goethe; 
but he fell also under the spell of Wag- 
ner, Nietzsche, Schopenhauer, and other 
precursors of the modern age; and finatly 
he received the momentous impact of the 
political, economic, and psychological phe- 
nomena of this strange new world. 

Hence a dichotomy, political, psycho- 
logical, and literary, of a sensitive ideal- 
ist attempting to reconcile the diversities 
in an acceptable synthesis. The result is 
something that is frequently difficult to 
follow: one misses the vitality, the clar- 
ity, and the interest which carry one along 
in, for example, “Vanity Fair,” “Anna Ka- 
renina.” or “The Way of All Flesh.” How- 
ever, Mann deserves study not only by 
students of literature, but also by all those 
who desire to understand the cross-cur- 
rents of German life.

Gambling: Big Business in St. Louis 


Unsolved Murders Prove Betting Is Not Innocent ‘Biological Necessity’

owy -activities are centered now 
on illegal gambling. However, 
the Senate” crime co 

found that this gambling is not 
merely the innocent, harmless 
“biological necessity” which James 
Joseph Carroll, the cantankerous 
multi-million-dol'ar-a-year book- 
maker, called it. 

In the past 10 years, there have 
been 25 unsolved gang murders 
in the Missouri-Southwest Illinois 
area of which St. Louis is the 
center—a studied plan of assas- 


sinations to control all large-scale. 


commercial gambling and vice. 

During the lIast 25 years, 
five major gangs operated in 
St. Louis: The Hogan mob, the 
Egan Rats, the Cuckoo gang, the 
so-called Green Ones, composed 
largely of Sicilians, and a gang 
of Americans cf Italian descent. 

An off-shoot of the Sicilian 
mob was the Pillow gang, -o 
named because its leader, Car- 
melo Fresina, once was shot in 
the buttocks and thereafter car- 
ried a pillow with him to use 
when he sat. Eventually, Fresina, 
an extortionist and bootlegger, 
was dispatched with two bullets 
in the head and no longer needed 
his pillow. 

In central and southern Iili- 
nois, two infamous mobs—the 
Sheltons and the Birgers—oper- 
ated. 

We gleaned an indication of the 
magnitude of bookmaking from 
testimony of Gambler J. J. Car- 
roll. The 64-year-old Carroll, en- 
gaged in some form of horse-bet- 
ting activities since he was 12, 
admitted that the Carroll-Mooney 
bookmaking operaticn—with huge 
wire rooms in St. Louis and East 
St. Louis—handles “in excess of 
$20,000,000” a year in bets. Prof- 
its come to approximately $750.- 
000, and his own take is approxi- 
mately $110,00C a year. 

Carroll seemed to have a char- 
acteristic in colamon with Frank 
Costello. Costello, a racketeer, 
wanted to pose «.s a business man. 
Carroll, a gambler, glorified him- 
self with the title of “betting 
commissione-.” 

It was Carroll who, in St. Louis, 
became the first witness to de- 
cline to testify before the tele- 
vision cameras. “The whole pro- 
ceeding outrages my sense of 
propriety,” said Mr. Carroll. 
walking out. I promised him I 
would recommend that~ he be 
prosecuted for contempt. To 
avoid this Carroll later came to 
Washington at his own expense 
to testify. We had more trouble 
there but managed to get it over 
by keeping the cameras off his 
face, a concession we had made 
to frank Costello in New York.

tion was C. J. Rich & Co., a 

clearing house for bets on 
major sports, operating under the 
guise of a gold-bronzing company. 
We questioned two partners in this 
outfit, Charles J. (Kewpie) Rich 
and Sidney Wyman. Wyman was 
a dark, heavy-set man who put on 
a great show of scowling fero- 
ciously as he taxed his memory for 
answers to our questions. “‘Kew- 
pie” Rich was a pudgy, round- 
faced, unhappy looking soul. 

Neither would quite admit they 
were in the gambling business. So 
we compromised by discussing 
their business as “Operation X.” 
Their company is less coy. Among 
other things, we introduced as 
evidence a circular openly dis- 
tributed by Rich & Co. which 
said: “We do not restrict our 
transactions solely to racing. We 
would gladly handle wagers on all 
other sporting events, including 
baseball, football, fights and 
elections ...” 

Wyman started off by telling 
us that “Operation X” grossed 
about $1,000,000 a year; after he 
left the stand, he sent in word 
through his attorney that he was 
wrong and the correct figure 
would be $4,000,000 to $5,000,000. 

I asked the Russian-born Rich 
why he never had become an 
American citizen. He answered he 
had applied “many a time” but 
had been turned down repeatedly. 
I asked why. He unhappily re- 
plied: “On account of the busi- 
ness I participate in.” 

One aspect of both the Rich- 
Wyman and Carroll-Mooney- 
Grady operation that gave the 
committee particular concern was 
the admitted involvement of the 
Western Union Telegraph Co.

Moodey-Grady operation was 
worth $77,749 to Western Union 
in 1950. . 

Our committee report § said:

PERSONALLY, I believe the 
present always has its roots in 
the past, but how far back we 
must look to discover what 
brought about present-day situa- 
tions is always one of the most 
difficult things to decide. It 
hardly would be fair to claim 
that the depression resulted di- 
rectly from President Hoover's 
policies, for instance. But it is 
fair, I think, to say that the de- 
pression was rooted’ in some of 
the policies of the years preceding 
Mr. Hoover’s administration and 
came to a climax: during his ad- 
ministration. 


It is not very difficult to see 
what actions in more recent years 
may have affected the present-day 
situation. 

We are living in serious times, 
says the Secretary of State, and 
that is the only really essentially 
thing for us to accept. If we 
know the times are serious, then 
we will not hesitate to back up 


our leaders in whatever sacrifices 
they ask us to undertake. 
ey 


THERE is one thing, however, 
that troubles me greatly. That is 
the cynicism that I find among 
many people about men or wom- 
en in public office. They are 
ready to believe the worst about 
them. A good example of that 
is the way in which:so many ac- 
cepted the recent story that 
smeared former Mayor William 
O’Dwyer of New York. Then the 
story was promptly explained by 
the State Department to the sat- 
isfaction of the Senate Crime 
Committee. 

A little while ago no one 
would have believed such a story, 
but today people seem to accept 
the worst until it is proved un- 
true. This, I think, is a mistake. 
For if you read back in our his- 
tory you will find that there were 
always traitors and_ dishonest 
men—and more perhaps in the 
early days than there are today. 
Our standards have gone up, on 
the whole; more of our people 
are better educated and they 
choose better people for public 
office. I think part of our job. 
should be to convince the cynics. 
that the world today has a high- 
er standard of integrity than it 
had 50 years ago. 

We must meet the present with .- 
courage and calmness on every 
level and to those who tell us this 
is not possible we must respond _ 
that our ancestors worked greater ‘ 
miracles than those which are 
asked of us at present. i

Sailor Who Made Good on Broadway 


British Born Jim Hawthorn

LOND, blue-eyed, British-born 

Jim Hawthorne, who sings 

the tenor role of the Vicomte 
Camille de Jolidon in this week's 
Municipal Opera production, 
“The Merry Widow,” blew into 
New York ,in 1946 after six years 
in His Majesty’s Navy with’ an 
iron determination to somehow 
wiggle his way into show busi- 
ness. The fact that the sum total 
of his experience up to that time 
consisted of once being a boy 


‘soprano in a church choir didn’t 


stop him from asking and getting 
an audition for the Theater 
Guild his first week in Manhat- 
tan and the juvenile lead in a 
Broadway production of “The 
Red Mill” only a few weeks later. 


“There were a few weeks 
though, when things got pretty 
sticky and I had to take a job as 
a soda jerk,” says this erstwhile 
sailor who, .except for a few 
limey expressions, has become as 
American as corn on the cob. 
“But even jerking sodas was fun. 
I remember it was strawberry sea- 
son at the time and the boss had 
given me orders to push straw- 
berries as hard as 1 could. The 
people who came into the drug 
store where 1 worked at Seventy- 
second and. Broadway were con- 
tinually amazed at my concoc- 
tions. I even put strawberries in 
the root beer.” 

Except for this short time as 
a soda jerk, Jim has been before 
the footlights continuously since 
1946. 

Born in a little town near Man- 
chester, England, the son of a 
retired British army officer, Haw- 
thorne was taken as a boy to 
Canada where his father went to 
work for an English woolen firm. 


“I sang in the church choir un- 
til I was 13 and loved it,” says 
Jim. “But then there came the 
time when I had less of a voice 
than a whistle and so I more or 
less forgot about singing. At 16 
I wrote exams for naval college 
and at 17 1 went into the Cana- 
dian navy as a boy seaman. We 
were paid 50 cents a day, or $15 a 
month, but $10 was held back and 
paid to us only when we went 
on leave, so that we had only 
$5 a month regular spending 
money.” 

From boy seaman, Jim rose to 
ordinary seaman and on D-day in 
1945 was on a patrol boat in the 
English Channel. Shortly there- 
after he became a navigator’s 
yeoman and saw duty on ships 
patrolling the Atlantic until a 
German mine put both him and 
his ship out of commission and 
Jim was sent back to Canada to 
await his discharge in the hos- 
pital.

HREE places in France are famous for tapestries or needle- 

point. One is the Gobelins in Paris, which for centuries 

have made tapestries for the wall; another is Beauvais 
where are made the fine coverings for sofas and chairs; and 
the third is Aubusson, which gave its name to a certain type 
of rug in pale and subtle colors. 

There can be no lovelier room than one furnished with a 
few choice pieces of Louis XVI cawered in pastel satin or 
Beauvais, with pale taffetas curtains looped at the windows, 
and an Aubusson rug on the floor. 

Aubusson is about 20 miles from Bourganeuf. We drove 
over this afternoon to visit the official exposition of tapestries 
which has just opened in the town hall. There were some 
beautiful things there, both in the classic and modern style— 


but no rugs.

I DECIDED to buy a small piece that appealed to me; 


unfortunately it was hanging at the top of a high wall. They 
would have to get a ladder. I said not to bother. They insisted 
that it was no trouble. 

Nothing is ever simple in France. The least thing can 
become complicated, exciting and amusing. Immediately 
everybody was buzzing. The receptionist left her desk, the old 
lady who was demonstrating at her embroidery frame rushed 
eut of the building, and two others joined us. Soon the old 
lady came back in triumph accompanied by an old man with 
an immense ladder, he set it up against the wall, the reception- 
ist held it; we hardly breathed while his old legs carried him 
with a certain jaunty swagger up to the place where he could 
reach the picture I had so thoughtlessly coveted. 

That, I think, is the charm of France—the real love of life 
in all its phases, the passionate interest, the pleasure in little 
things. I doubt if anybody in Aubusson's town hall profited 
by that modest transaction, but they were all delighted because 
an American had bought something.

WE THEN saove mace. to the factory in Bourganeuf 
where the Aubusson rugs actually are made. The director 
showed us the whole process. The yarn is dyed in copper-lined 
vats, every color being represented by five different shades; 
it is then washed and hung up to dry in the sun. 

We saw a whole room full of paper patterns, and met the 

artist who, when a new order comes in, carefully paints it in 
on paper marked in tiny squares to guide the workers. . 
' The carpets are not woven; they are tied. The yarn is cut 
into pieces about three inches long; a girl sits at a loom with 
her pattern beside her and with incredible swiftness ties each 
little piece to the warp of the loom. After completing a row, 
she presses it down tight with an instrument. Every few inches 
she the surface even with sharp shears, and dusts off any 
lint with a fine brush. | 

I saw only one piece of machinery in the whole factory; it 
was for pressing out the water after the washing. Every other 
process is done by hand. 

During the war, and immediately afterwards, they were 
everwhelmed with orders, because people were trying to find 
a safe investment for their money. An Aubusson rug was like 
a diamond—it had a definite, negotiable value. Now that 
money is tight on the continent, they have few orders.

NEW YORK. Aug. 7. 
HIS is a plain out confes- 
sion. When I. read that 

, Dublin's famed Abbey The- 
ater had burned down I did 
not shed as miuch as one teeny- 
tiny tear. 

Truthfully, any tear that I 
might have shed would have 
been in the nature of carrying 
coals to Newcastle, because 
every drama critic in this coun- 
try, as soon as he heard of the 
fire, put his head on his desk 
and sobbed as if he had lost a 
blood relative. 

The drama critics were not 
the only Americans who cried. 
Their sobs were joined by the 
sobs of almost all the Ameri- 
can tourists who have ever vis- 
ited Dublin. 
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FOR AN AMERICAN to go 
to Dublin and not see the 
Abbey .Players in the Abbey 
Theater was the same as an 


.American going to Paris and 


not seeing the nged Victory 
at the top of the stairs of the 
Louvre, even if the American 
did not care about Winged Vic- 
tory statues at the tops of stairs. 

What I’m trying to say and 
not be meer about it, is that 
most of us Americans have a 
streak of phoniness in us a 
yard wide. We go to see things 
because we're supposed to see 
things and not because we want 
to see things. How many of 
us have ridden a came! to the 
Pyramids when we'd rather be 
at Shepheard’s Hotel drinking 
a gin sling? . Don’t try to tell 
me the number of men who 
have tramped through cathe- 
drals who'd have preferred to 
be in hotels with their shoes 
off. 
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I HAVE ‘VISITED the Abbev 
Theater a dozen times. I went 
there because I thought it was 
the thing to do. Not once has 
any play I've seen made any 
sense to me. even from a front 
row center seat. Irish men and 
Irish women rush on and off 
stage saying things that were 
just as unintelligible to me 
as if Zulus had been talking. 

You couldn’t cut the brogue 
with an ax. It was as thick as 
the fog that rolls in off the 
Irish sea. The “Playboy of the 
Western World” might just as 
well have been “Gentlemen 
Prefer Blondes.” But we Amer- 
icans applauded. Talked be- 
tween acts about how fortu- 
nate we were to see the Abbey 
Players. And in our hearts we

I want every counh- 
try in the world to have Amer- 
ica’s money, but I want them to 
know that it wasn’t picked from 
trees, as apples are, but came 
from free men who still can 
answer an alarm clock. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 7 (INS). 
HESE are parlous times, 
with Communism and thun- 
der on the left and nuclear 

fission and jitters on the right. 

If an empire has a salesman 
in its midst, this is the time to 
put him on the road. Princess 
Elizabeth is now packing her 
sample case and will be in 
Washington, D.C. with her hus- 
band, the Duke of Edinburgh, 
late in October. 

Doubtless, the British can 
take it. But can we? Another 
royal visit, that is. 

The last royal visit, that of 
King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth in June, 1939, was 
made in equally touchy times. 
At that date the international 
situation was deteriorating rap- 
idly, but not half as rapidly as 
the social situation in the na- 
tion’s capital. : 

Their Majesties’ visit induced 
civil strife if not actual blood- 
shed among the Washington 
populace. Hell hath no fury 
like a bureaucrat scorned, and 
the Anglo-American  entente 
almost went down the drain 
when the _ British Embassy 
failed to invite to its garden 
party of the King and Queen 
every politico who felt himself 
Socially qualified because he 
had carried the Third Ward 
back home. 
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AFTER ALL, how could any 
self-respecting politician go 
home and admit to his con- 
stituents that the British em- 
bassy did not consider him suf- 
ficiently important to shake 
hands with their Majesties? 

Even though the then British 
Ambassador and his American 
wife, Sir Ronald and Lady 
Lindsay, were giving a large 
garden party, the embassy is 
somewhat smaller than Madison 
Square Garden and the guest 
list could not be quite as gen- 
eral as that at a-national con- 
vention, 

With the King and Queen 
here to make friends and influ- 
ence politicians in a world 
crisis, Sir RoOnald and Lady 
Lindsay so far forgot them- 
selves as to invite only half the 
members of the United Str’ -.s 
Senate. 

The bellows, of triumph let 
out by those who received mag- 
nificently engraved invitations 
to the garden party were 
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equalled only by the anguished 
screams of those who had failed 
to make the grade. Thanks to 
practice and experience, none 
screamed more loudly than the 
snubbed Senators. 

This is a democracy and no 
Senator or his lady has to take 
such treatment lying down. 
The wives of the invite-less 
Senators complained so loudly 
that Cactus Jack Garner. 
then Vice President . of+ the 
United States, decided some- 
thing had better be done to 
save the grand alliance. 
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MR. GARNER asked Sir Ron- 
ald to luncheon and gently ex- 
plained to him that the Senate 
jealously guards its power to 
ratify treaties — all . treaties. 
And, aS the Vice President 
pointed out, a man could never 
tell when the British might 
want a treaty ratified. 

Sir Ronald saw the light. All 
Senators were invited to the 
garden party, which had threat- 
ened to eclipse the Boston tea 
party as a portent of disaster 
for the Empire. 


Deserving politicians in both 
parties and in all ranks fought 
for invitations to the party as 
if for re-election. Th® embassy 
was besieged. Everybody and 
his cousin. was determined to 
shake hands with their Majes- 
ties, even if it took blackmail 
to snare an invitation. 


There is every reason to be- 
lieve that another great Battle 
of the Potomac is in the mak- 
ing, now that the Princess and 
her handsome husband, the 
Duke of Edinburgh, are com- 
ing to the capital to visit 
President and Mrs. Truman.

DANCER PAT ROONEY, THE GRAND OLD MAN OF THE SHOW

For 30 years, Pat’s earnings 
were astronomical—in 1928, he 
could still afford to turn down 
contracts calling for $3500 and 
hold out for and get $4000 a 
week. Even the roaring, racy 
Twenties didn't spoil his reputa- 
tion. Pat recalls: “The jokes my 
first wife, Marion Bent, and I 
used to tell were so clean a Con- 
gressman commented on it in the 
Congressional Record!”’

To Win

S WE observed recently, some 
A pias in partnership canasta 

are actually “signals” in that 
they announce the nature of your 
hand. 

One such play may be ex- 
pressed as follows: If you meld 
more cards than you obviously 
need to meld, you tell your part- 
ner that youd are playing to go 
out and not to get the pack, and 
you ask him to co-operate with 
you in this effort. 

Suppose this is your hand: 


You need only 50 for your 
initial meld, and of course you 
could have made it at any time, 
but you have been waiting around 
for a couple of rounds. You have 
just made your third draw, and 
on the play before this one, your 
opponent took the pack and made 
the initial meld for his side. 

Now you had better play to go 
out. You have a good hand for 
going out, and your opponents are 
ahead of you. So you meld your 
joker and four kings, and you 
meld your three nines. This is 
so much more than you need to 
make 50 that your partner knows 
immediately what your object is. 
If he can possibly do so, he 
should complete the canasta of 
kings. You can then go out be- 
fore the opponents can do any 
damage. 

Your discard should be one of 
the black threes. You can’t meld 
black threes with a wild card, so 
they won't help you to go out. 
Your five may be meldable; the 
chance of your drawing another 
black three is too remote to 
count on.

Costly Ermine

A Mark of Royalty

N OLD custom of kings has 


been to wear ermine at cer-~ 


tain times, as at the time of 
coronation, or crowning. This 
costly fur has been a mark of 
royalty for hundreds. of years. 


Northern Europe has many 
thousands of the animals known 
as ermines, and the same is true 
of northern Asia. Norway, Swe- 
den and Russia export ermine 
skins to the world’s markets. 


Ermine fur grew famous in the 
Old World, but the New World 
now supplies it as well. Canada 
has a large number of ermines, 
and they are found in some north- 
erly parts of the United States. 

Now and then we read about 
a woman buying an ermine coat 
for $20,000 or $30,000.

WHAT are ermines? When we 
get down to the facts, we find 
that they are weasels with white 
fur. 

In summer, weasels have 
brown, reddish brown or yellow- 
ish brown fur over their backs 
and sides, with yellowish white 


fur on the under -parts. After 


snow falls, the fur changes to a 
lighter shade. It may become 
yellowish white all over or pure 
white all over, except for a black 
part of the tail. 

The most valuable fur comes 
from far northern places. Ermines 
of Canada are known as Arctic 
weasels or stoats. It is hard to 
trap ermines in bitter winter 
weather, and this explains, in 
large measure, the high prices 
charged for ermine fur. 

The Arctic weasel, or ermine, 
is from 12 to 16 inches long, and 
has a tail with a length of from 
five to seven inches. It is a fast 
runner and an excellent swimmer. 

When the ermine takes on a 
white coat, with the coming of 
winter, its fur matches the snow. 
This keeps it from being seen by 
other animals. Sometimes it pur- 
sues the Arctic hare, which is of 
much larger size. 


Although it has a warm cover- 
ing, the ermine likes a snug win- 
ter home. Often it makes a tun- 
nel in a drift of snow, and sleeps 
inside the tunnel. A tunnel of 
this kind winds a great deal, and 
may have a length of 90 feet.
